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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

Claims 1 , 3-9 and 11-14 are allowed.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claims 2 and 10. 

Claim 5, line 1 , replace the word "dosage" with "transdermal dosage film form. 

Claim 1 1 , line 1 , replace the words "claim 10" with "claim 1". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is that of Nara et al. (US 6,245,351), teaching a process of producing an enteric 
dosage form with cross-linked polyacrylic acid derivatives. The present invention differs 
from Nara et al. by teaching a process of producing a transdermal dosage film form 
where the polyacrylic acid derivative is cross-linked in situ by simultaneous spraying of 
the polymer solutions.
